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The colour of the “berry” of Clintonia alpina Kunth var. udensis Macbride 
(=C. udensis Trautv. et Mey.) has hitherto been reported variously as blue, indigo, 
■or black. According to my colleagues’ and my own observations in the field, the 
colour turns darker from blue to black as the fruit ripes by which the segregration 
of f. nigra Takeda loses its stand. The fruit is usually described as “berry,” but is 
stated by few authors that it becomes ultimately a capsule and dehisces loculicidally. 
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
